Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer moving image file is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports 
torture and the use of violence to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct. 














The moving image file depicts a woman being subjected to breast mutilation. There is no direct 
evidence of her consent and no other sufficient context exists to suggest she is consenting to the 
activity. The effect is to encourage the viewer to be sexually aroused by images of a woman being 
subjected to torture and sexual abuse. 

The classification of this publication interferes with freedom of expression as set out in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention. The classification is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of a free and democratic society to deem objectionable publications that promote 
and support torture and the use of violence to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct.
